The 
signal came from, the Chicago and 
Captain Cooper advised our captain 
that he had been instructed to con- 
vey Senator Sherman to Old Point 
Comfort, but as he had to coal at 
Onantomlno, he could not start on the 
return trip for a couple ot days.

wait on me and every day either the 
captain or chief officer would take 
me for a walk on deck. An orderly 
from the ship's hospital relieved me 
from midnight until 4 o'clock, and 
this led to a very amusing mishap. 
The orderly was a tall young man, 
dressed in a white uniform, and one 
morning as he opened the portieres 
of my room to awaken me, I hap- 
pened to open my eyes and, thinking
